PROM WASHINGTON. 


A Joint Resolution Locking to K»olp- 


rocity. 


WASHIXGTOX, July SI.—Mr. Sanford, 


Df New York, introduced in the House 
yesterday a joint resolution declaring 
that it is the sense of the Congress of 
the 
United States that legislation 


touching upon the subject of the duties 
upon sugar and molasses should he 
postponed until the next session of Con- 
gress. The resolution requests the Presi- 
dent to cause negotiations to he entered 
Into with the governments of Spain, 
and of the republics of South and Cen- 
tral America in regard to the consuma- 
tion of tho reciprocal arrangements of 
trade hereinbefore mentioned, and to 
institute such investigation as to him 
may appear proper in order that he 
may be prepared to furnish to Congress 
at its next session such Information 
and conclusions, as will enable it to 
legislate upon the subject without de- 


lay. 


A preamble to the resolution recites 


that the Secretary of State has ex- 
pressed the opinion that tho remission 
of the duties upon sugar and molasses 
ought to bo accompanined by reciprocal 
arrangements 
between 
the 
United 


States and Spain and the republics of 
South and Central America whereby 
tho sugar-producing countries can be 
induced to remit, or to so reduce their 
import duties upon products of Ameri- 
can industry, and especially upon the 
products of American agriculture as to 
secure to tho people of the United 
State important reciprocal trade rela- 
tions. The resolution was referred to 
tho committee on ways and means. 


The "Original Package" Bill. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—The confer- 


ees on the "Original Package" bill yes- 
terday agreed upon a report by a vote 
of five to one. They agree to recom- 
mend that the House recede from its 
amendment and agree to the Senate 
bill. 
Tho member* of the conference 


who voted against this proposition was 
Jlr. Gates, of Alabama. There will be 
a hot fight over tho report in the House 
and tho bill may bo sent into conference 
again.
